MERITORIOUS  PROMOTION 

Effective  June  16,  1945,  the  Bureau  is  granting  Elmer  Livengood,  scientific  aid 
SP-6,  a  meritorious  promotion  from  $2,500  to  $2,600  per  annum. 

In  January  of  this  year,  after  arrangements  had  been  made  to  conduct  an 
investigation  on  cattle-grub  control  on  an  area  basis  near  Colorado  Springs, 
Colo.,  Mr.  Livengood's  supervisor  became  seriousty  ill  and  had  to  be  hospitalized 
for  approximately  3  months.  Mr.  Livengood  assumed  the  responsibility  of  carry- 
ing out  this  research  project.  With  the  aid  of  temporary  assistants  whom  he 
employed  and  supervised,  2,295  head  of  cattle  belonging  to  8  large  operators 
in  an  area  covering  120  square  miles  were  treated  with  a  cube  wash  and  3  post- 
treatment  extractions  made  at  intervals  of  10,  40,  and  70  days  after  treatment. 
The  post-treatment  extractions  showed  that  the  medication  was  97.5  percent 
effective  in  destroying  the  grubs  harbored.  The  effectiveness  of  the  treatment 
and  the  care  with  which  it  was  applied  was  further  shown  by  the  material  reduc- 
tion of  heelfly  activity  in  the  area  where  the  control  program  was  carried  out. 
In  adjacent  untreated  areas  there  was  considerable  heelfly  activity  as  determined 
by  inspections  made  in  March,  April,  and  May,  Mr.  Livengood  kept  careful 
records,  tabulated  them  with  precision  and  thoroughness,  and  at  the  same  time 
carried  on  his  regular  office  duties.  The  work  performed  by  Mr.  Livengood 
was  that  expected  of  a  professional  worker  of  at  least  grade  P-2  rating. 
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
